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Dear Bidder: 

Welcome to Long Beach! This is Heritage's third and last visit to the Long Beach Expo for 2012, and we have put 
together a great auction to finish the year and build momentum for the three Long Beach events in 2013. This U.S. 
Coins auction has more than 2,100 lots in its Floor Sessions that will be available for lot viewing alongside more than 
3,000 further coins in our Non-Floor Sessions. 

Close to 200 consignors contributed lots to this auction. Among them are continuations of two Featured Collections 
from our successful Philadelphia auction, Selections From The Kirk Aberg Collection, Part Two and The R.M. Phillips 
Collection, Part Two, as well as four new Featured Collections. We invite you to read about them below. 


The Phillip Clover Collection 
of U.S. Large Cents 

Phillip W. Clover first became interested in coins at age seven, 
sorting through half dollars from the cash drawer of his father's 
gas station. Later, his mother gave him a coin album and some 
Indian and Lincoln cents to get him started. By sixth grade, he 
had a near-complete set of Lincoln cents from 1909 to 1945, and 
luck was on his side. He found a 1909-S VDB cent while sorting 
through change collected for a classroom drive. 

A young neighbor's date set of large cents also inspired Mr. Clover, 
but they were out of his reach at the time. He went on to Indian 
cents instead as he grew up, joined the U.S. Navy, and married; coins his new wife's family had given her helped fill 
out that set. While in the Navy, he collected quarters and smaller denominations, as half dollars and dollars were too 
expensive to collect on Navy pay. A friendship struck up in the late 1950s proved fruitful; the friend collected money 
from vending machines in northern California, and in exchange for occasional fishing trips at a cabin in the Sierras, 
the friend let him search through up to $2,000 in change every weekend, replacing coins such as Buffalo nickels and 
Standing Liberty quarters at face value. 

As Mr. Clover sailed with the Navy, he collected world coins, focusing on coins of the Philippines while stationed there. 
Back in San Diego, he became a customer of Harlan White, who had opened up the Old Coin Shop in 1960, and began 
selling items from his other great collecting passion, seashells. One of his best mail-order customers was Rear Admiral 
Worthington S. Bitler of ''Admiral W.S. Bitler Collection'' large cent fame, who gave him his collecting records. 

After retiring from the Navy, Mr. Clover upgraded his various sets, later pursuing large cents in earnest after meeting 
Tom Reynolds and learning about the Early American Coppers club. With the aid of the records from the Admiral W.S. 
Bitler Collection, he completed a date set and then a full run of 1797 Sheldon varieties before tackling the full set. The 
Phillip W. Clover Collection of U.S. Large Cents is 99% complete by Sheldon variety, omitting only the S-15, S-37, and 
S-79. 

Mr. Clover continues to travel the world in pursuit of seashell collecting. Closer to home, he still enjoys the Sierras, 
snowmobiling in the winter and hiking, biking, camping, and fishing for trout in the summer. 




The Fred Yee Collection 

Fred Yee was an American success story. At age 13, he immigrated to the United States from 
Canton province, China. After getting married, he moved to Los Angeles from San Francisco and 
opened a grocery in the South Central neighborhood, which he ran with his family. 

Mr. Yee's three sons began collecting coins first, filling coin albums from change that they handled 
while working at the grocery. Later, he set out to buy coins as birthday presents for his sons to 
finish out their albums, and he became fascinated by how much "key" coins could be worth. After 
taking his sons to local coin shows, he began to collect for himself. 

Mr. Yee studied coins extensively, and though he was a blue-collar immigrant entrepreneur with a 
high-school education, he was an avid reader of numismatic literature who could converse fluently 
with American-born dealers and collectors about coin history and the latest trends. He completed high grade sets 
of Indian and Lincoln cents, Barber and Mercury dimes, Walking Liberty and commemorative half dollars, and Peace 
dollars, as well as starting sets of Morgan dollars and gold type. The prides of his collection were his Buffalo nickels 
and his copper and silver type sets. 

After Mr. Yee sold his grocery store and retired, he continued to collect, sometimes selling a finished set to start a 
new one, though he slowed down to devote time to his grandchildren. He passed away in 2008 at the age of 82. He is 
survived by his wife of 60 years, Emily, adult sons Jim and Stan, and four grandchildren. 

The Dr. Charles Nelson Collection 

Dr. Charles Nelson began collecting coins in childhood. Over the past 12 to 15 years, he has taken the hobby more 
seriously, resulting in this impressive and broad collection that stretches from Massachusetts silver to 20th century 
Lincoln cent key dates. To a history enthusiast such as Dr. Nelson, every coin provides a tangible link to the time when 
it was struck. Dr. Nelson's collecting approach of buying the best coin possible for the grade has served him well, 
especially on coins such as his 1856 Flying Eagle cent, PR64 NGC. 

The William R. Green Collection 

William R. Green began collecting coins in childhood alongside his father. While he favored silver dollars in his youth, 
an interest reflected in his proof Seated dollars and other coins of that denomination, his more recent focus (and 
collection strength) lies with the Southern gold coins produced in Charlotte and Dahlonega. One of the last coins 
produced in the latter city, an 1861 -D half eagle graded XF40 PCGS, is a standout highlight.

The second 
die was combined with two reverse dies, having the stems and 
ribbons crowding the fraction as on this example, or spread 
widely apart on the other die. Careful study of the various die 
states will show that the Cohen and Breen variety classifications 
reflect the actual order in which the coins were struck. The C-3, 
B-3 die marriage was the third of the four varieties minted. 

It is impossible to know exactly when each of the four 
varieties was struck, but their similar rarities today suggest they 
were struck in similar quantities back in 1793, or about 9,000 
examples of each. Mint records tell us that 7,000 coins were 
delivered on July 20; 24,934 on July 26; and 3,400 on September 
18, 1793. The 7,000 coins of July 20 were probably struck during 
the previous couple of days, the second delivery was clearly struck 
from July 21 through July 26, and the final group of 3,400 was 
likely struck a day or two before the September 18 delivery. 

Among the exceptional examples of Cohen-3 that exist 
today is this piece, which PCGS has graded AU58. Much of the 
reverse is covered in tiny rust pits, interpreted as a late die state 
by most students of the early coppers. The strike is bold and 
nicely centered with full beaded borders on each side. A trace 
of wear appears on the high points, and minuscule rim nicks 
and other marks are evident on the light olive surfaces.

It was the first time that 
every authorized denomination was struck, from copper half 
cent to gold eagle—an event that would not recur for more 
than a half-century, until 1849. But all of the coins of 1796 are 
rare — most of them famously so. The fabulous collection of Mr. 
1796 was auctioned off by Stack’s in May 1999. The 1796 No 
Pole half cent in the collection was graded “MS-64” and brought 
$275,000. Walter/Whitney’s fabulous collection of 1796-dated 
coins included four 1796 quarters ranging from AU to BU (lots 
1772-1775), which brought from $14,950 to $41,400.

Breen’s Proof Encyclopedia records a total of five proofs and 
Larry Briggs’ Liberty Seated quarter reference does likewise, 
probably following Breen’s lead. Breen identifies (while citing 
no reference) the occasion for the pieces’ striking on March 
3 as the introduction of the new Arrows and Rays subtype, 
whose business-strike coinage began on April 26. (This remark 
apparently dates to Harold Newlin in the 1880s, who pegged 
the striking of proof half dimes to that date. Breen leapt, rightly 
or wrongly, to the conclusion that all Arrows and Rays proofs 
were struck on that date.) 

As any serious collector of 19th century proof coinage 
knows, proof coins of any denomination and year before 1858 
or so are quite rare. This piece should be doubly popular, as it is 
not only incredibly rare in its own right, but it is also a one-year 
proof representative of the important Arrows and Rays subtype. 
(While the 1853 and 1854 are often collected and considered 
as a single type, the 1854 Seated quarters lack the Rays reverse, 
technically making the two issues distinct subtypes.) The proof 
1853 Arrows and Rays quarter is considered the most important 
proof issue in the Seated Liberty quarter collection. 

Although this coin is not attributed as such by NGC, it 
is clearly the specimen from the Louis E. Eliasberg, Sr. 
Collection, where Q. David Bowers cataloged it as “MS-64, 
prooflike,” going into extensive detail on why the piece might 
be a true proof — at least, as that term might apply to coins 
dated 1853. Among the similarities he cites that are visible 
on this piece are “delicate champagne toning over mirror 
surfaces” and the die finishing lines just inside the denticles 
over stars 11 and 12. A small patch of darker toning midway 
down Liberty’s right (facing) calf is a match, as is the tiny 
rim crease just above the Liberty cap, between stars 8 and 
9 (this is, however, apparently in the die, as some other 
specimens in the roster below show the same feature). The 
color plate in the Eliasberg catalog is also a full match.

The 1916-D Mercury dime 
is a popular key coin, and it is one that requires third-party 
authentication, as many bogus coins have been made over the 
years, either through alteration and addition of mintmarks or 
outright fabrication. Lange’s series reference notes that, “Such 
is the prevalence of of altered and counterfeit examples that 
even those which meet the established criteria for genuineness 
should be authenticated by a reputable certification service.” 

The authentication is difficult for most numismatists, 
however, as there are four known mintmark positions (pictured 
in Lange, second edition, page 78) on the various reverse dies 
used, with subtle differences: 

—Reverse Die 1 has the mintmark quite high (away from 
the rim), single-punched, and tilting right relative to the 
rim, and it is closer to the leaf than the stem. 

—Die 2 has the mintmark high, level, and double-punched, 
a trait that shows clearly at the top, left, and bottom of the 
D on high-grade specimens. This mintmark is also closer to 
the leaf than the stem, and the top of the D is in line with 
the bottom of the top bar of the E in DIME. (A die crack 
often appears on this die near the stem bottom, pointing 
straight down to the rim.) 

—Die 3 has the mintmark not quite so high, a bit further 
away from the leaf, and also double-punched. 

—Die 4 has the lowest mintmark, about equally spaced 
between the leaf and stem (just a trifle closer to the leaf), 
and the top of the D is in line with the middle of the space 
between the top and middle bars of the E in DIME. 

This is a Die 1 coin, positioned high and showing no die 
doubling. The surfaces are remarkably clean and highly lustrous. 
Each side is covered with a mixture of rose and sea-green toning. 
There are no marks of any consequence on either side, but a 
triangular planchet flaw is noted in the middle of the left obverse 
field.

The Engraving Department was 
simultaneously making dies for 1917 ‘Type II’ and 1918; in 
particular, 1918-dated dies for the branch mints had to be 
ready well before the year’s end, so that the Denver and San 
Francisco facilities could proceed at once with coinage of 
this denomination. One working die received a blow from 
a 1917 hub, routinely went to the annealing furnaces to be 
prepared for subsequent blows, but through error returned 
to the wrong press and received its other blow from a 1918 
hub.”

The 1921-S is, nonetheless, the rarest 
Walking Liberty half in Mint State; perhaps it was its higher 
mintage that prevented the few serious numismatists/dealers 
who paid attention to such things back in 1921 from setting 
aside more Mint State pieces. 

The rarity of Gem 1921-S half dollars will make the present 
near-Gem the object of serious consideration (and, likely, 
feverish bidding) at its auction appearance. PCGS has seen 
only 16 submissions of the 1921-S at the Gem level, with a 
single MS66 finer, and it is probable that most of those Gems 
are in strong hands and top-flight collections. 

We note that the sole MS66 PCGS example of the 1921-S 
is published in the Gerald Forsythe Collection, the number 2 
finest set of all time and current finest of the PCGS Circulation 
Strikes set; but even among the top few sets, this near-Gem 
would provide an important upgrade to several of them. 

Generous frosted mint luster covers both sides of this piece, 
with notes of golden-brown that congregate more prominently 
around the rims on each side. A small area of deep russet patina 
appears on the lower reverse. The surfaces show few marks 
in the exposed open fields. There is considerable separation 
of the thumb on the branch hand, and the strike elsewhere is 
better-executed than on most survivors of the issue in this grade.

A 
brilliant and flashy near-Gem of this Guide Book overdate. The 
curve of a base of a 6 bookends the bottom of the 7. Nicely struck 
with a smooth reverse and minor obverse abrasions.

The 
reverse is essentially pristine, and the left obverse exhibits only 
unimportant abrasions. (#7175) 

4167 1887 MS67 NGC. A magnificently unabraded silver type coin whose 
dynamic luster and good strike contribute further to the eye appeal.

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4180 1891 MS64 PCGS. CAC. Faint blue overtones and scattered 
cloud-white elements are the few suggestions of patina on this 
gleaming near-Gem.

Only 880 proof 1895 Morgans were struck, although it is likely that 
most survive today — at least, it is likely that they survive in about 
the same proportion as any other Morgan dollar proof issue.

4260 1895 PR61 NGC. “Buy the nicest piece you can afford” 
has generally been excellent advice for collectors in most 
U.S. series, if they purchase wisely and hold their coins 
for a sufficient amount of time. The 1895 Morgan dollar is 
available in an especially wide grade range, since the issue’s 
very popularity makes it more profitable to send in even the 
humblest circulated pieces for grading — far more so than for 
other proofs in the series. Between NGC and PCGS combined 
(7/12), there are currently 137 submissions of circulated proof 
1895 Morgans, those grading less than PR60 (and of course, 
not all different coins). While NGC shows a single example 
grading PR4, most of the circulated coins at the two services 
are in the range of PR40 to PR58, although there is a small 
pack at the PR20 level. These circulated examples have the 
effect of pulling the average grade of certified proof 1895s down 
to “PR60.3.” If one excludes the impaired or circulated proofs, 
the average certified grade increases to “PR63.6.” The finest 
examples are in the PR67-PR68 range. 

This example is between those grading extremes, and it 
gives the collector an opportunity to acquire this key in a more- 
affordable grade, while still fully detailed and showing fully 
evident proof surfaces. Hairlining on each side has dulled the 
coin’s original sparkle. But the fields were obviously so heavily 
polished in the Mint that much of the mirroring remains. 
Pale gray patina covers each side with a trace of golden at the 
margins, and there are no obvious or detracting contact marks

4261 1895 PR63 PCGS. The saying goes in numismatics to “buy 
the keys first,” and collectors of circulation-strike Morgan 
dollars eagerly pursue the 1889-CC, the 1893-S, and other 
issues that are conditionally rare, such as the 1886-0, 1896- 
O, 1884-S, and 1901 Philadelphia. But for the 1895 Morgan 
dollar, the choice is rather more stark: either leave a gaping 
hole in the collection for the nonexistent business strikes, or 
purchase one of the few proofs made, most of which likely 
survive to this day. The 1895 Morgan dollar proof, in and of 
itself, is neither more rare nor less rare than any other proof in 
the series — although any Gem proof or finer, regardless of date, 
is a condition rarity. Rather, it is the absence of business strikes, 
combined with legions of collectors of this series, that makes 
the demand for the proof 1895 dollar so extraordinary. 

While we have no hard data to back this up, it would be 
surprising to us if the Morgan dollar were not America’s most 
popular coin to collectors. It is certainly avidly pursued in all 
grades. This piece strikes a nice balance for the collector of this 
popular series. A few light hairlines account for the PR63 grade, 
but there are none of the contact marks usually seen on proofs 
in this grade. The surfaces cannot be termed brilliant, but they 
are not far from it. Just the lightest hint of speckled brown 
patina is seen over each side and is just marginally deeper 
around the margins. The fields are deeply reflective and, with 
a little imagination, modest contrast can be seen between the

PCGS. Perfection is achieved by this intricately impressed high 
relief modern delicacy. The pristine fields are concave and flashy.

The Indian Head quarter eagles are a 
compact, 15-coin set that can be completed far more readily than 
any other from the classic era of U.S. gold coinage, which officially 
concluded in 1933 with President Roosevelt’s Gold Recall. The 
last Indian Head quarter eagle issue, the 1929, was made four years 
earlier. Save for the 191 HD key at 55,680 pieces, every other date 
saw a production in the six figures, ranging on the low side from 
the 1914 at 240,000 coins to the 1913, the high-mintage leader at 
722,000 examples. The average mintage figure among the 15 issues 
is 483,350 pieces. 

It is interesting that the second-lowest mintage, that of the 
1914, is 50% of the average, while the highest-mintage 1913 
is 50% above the average. These factors make it unsurprising 
that the 1911-D is the sole issue to achieve real notoriety in the 
series. Each side displays rich reddish-gold color with occasional 
glimpses of lilac interspersed. The strike is strong throughout with 
especially noteworthy definition on the mintmark. The surfaces 
show numerous small to medium-sized abrasions on each side.

4819 1911-D MS63 PCGS* Without consulting any of the standard 
references, we wrote a definition that we believe describes a “type” 
coin: “A coin that normally trades at lower prices compared to 
other members of a set due to a lack of market differentiation.” 
Going to PCGS’ website gives us theirs, “A representative coin, 
usually a common date, from a particular issue of a specific design, 
size, or metallic content.” 

Both encapsulate the essence of a type issue, ours focusing 
more on price and market factors, PCGS on the “representative” 
character of a type coin. The 1911-D quarter eagle is the only key 
coin in the Indian Head series, one that is hugely popular as such. 
The other issues in the series trade largely interchangeably as type 
issues, with little market or price differentiation below Mint State. 
Note, for example, that the 2013 Guide Book gives a price for every 
issue in the series of $400 in MS60 save for the 1911-D, at $10,000 in 
the same grade. More differentiation is seen in MS63, but the price 
difference between the 1911-D and second place (the 1914) is 
still fourfold. This particular piece is even more desirable than the 
“average” coin in this grade because of the sharpness of strike on the 
mintmark.

John Dannreuther writes 
that Bass’ fascination with it was “no doubt due to the fact that this 
hardy reverse die was used for four more varieties and the obverse 
die shattered.” The present MS62 example shows a die state (or

4931 1857-C MS61 PCGS. An orange-gold Mint State example of 
this elusive Charlotte date. One die variety is known from the 
reported mintage of 31,360 pieces, and PCGS has yet to certify any 
examples above the MS63 level. The present suitably struck MS61 
half eagle has bright luster at the borders and a couple of thin marks 
near the profile.

The final Charlotte issue of any denomination, 
struck during the year that North Carolina seceded from the Union, 
joined the Confederacy, and went to war.

The present piece has rich peach toning at the margins while the 
portrait and fields are straw-gold. Minor marks are distributed and a 
shallow strike-through (as made) is beneath the eagle’s beak.

Though lightly 
worn with digs under Liberty’s eye and just left of her nose, this 
coin has great eye appeal for the grade and strong relative detail 
as well.

4936 1865-S AU53 NGC. The 1865-S five dollar is more frequently 
encountered in low grades. At one time, there were no 
Uncirculated coins known (before the salvage of the S.S. Brother 
Jonathan ). An AU53, such as this coin, is still one of the finer 
examples obtainable and is close to the lower end of the Condition 
Census. The surfaces on this piece are reddish-gold with noticeable 
traces of mint luster surrounding the devices. Numerous small to

Perhaps the most prevalent Carson City gold 
issue in Mint State, but nonetheless subject to substantial type

4951 1893-0 MS62 NGC. Variety 1. A lustrous caramel-gold example 
that boasts a sharp strike and a smooth reverse. The obverse field 
exhibits the expected number of minor abrasions. A scarce New 
Orleans issue. Census: 87 in 62, 19 finer (8/12).(#8385) 

4952 1895 MS64 NGC. Swirling, creamy luster dominates this near- 
Gem with largely pale yellow luster but also a few deeper butter and 
even amber hues. The overall detail is pleasing, though the strike is

4953 1899 MS64 NGC. A canary-gold Choice Liberty type coin that 
exhibits a good strike and sweeping luster. All marks are minimal

4954 1899 MS64+ NGC. CAC. Orange-gold surfaces have considerable 
satin to their luster. Excellent detail for this late 19th century issue 
and generally smooth surfaces that fall just shy of Gem status.

4955 1904 MS64 NGC. Well-defined with swirling yellow-gold and 
apricot luster that shows a few coppery dots to the right of the 
portrait. A shallow horizontal mark under the eagle s beak accounts 
for the grade. (#8409) 

4956 1904 MS65 PCGS. Pale yellow at the centers with richer orange - 
to-peach hues at the margins. This Gem is a trifle blunt on the 
central detail but impressively preserved. Housed in a green label 
holder. Population: 54 in 65, 19 finer (8/12).(#8409) 

4957 1907 MS65 NGC. Rich and satiny peach-gold luster swirls on 
this penultimate-issue Liberty half eagle. Pleasingly detailed and 
impressively smooth, this is an ideal type selection.(#8416)

especially on the reverse. Light apricot-gold luster has a subtle

The Eliasberg 1869 Five Dollar, PR65 ★ Cameo 
Tied for Numerically Finest Known 



4959 1869 PR65 ★ Cameo NGC. Ex: Eliasberg. This piece 
was formerly lot 519 in the Louis E. Eliasberg “U.S. Gold” 
Collection (Bowers and Ruddy, 10/1982), where the cataloger 
described it thusly: 

“Twenty-five struck; apparently not all distributed. Wal¬ 
ter Breen notes the location of eight specimens, includ¬ 
ing two impaired and two institutionalized. Probably 10 
to 12 are known totally. 

“Another ‘rarest of the rare’ issue, the desirability of 
which is compounded by the related low business strike 
mintage of only 1,760 pieces.” 

“Believed to be from the John H. Clapp Collection, 1944. 
Earlier from the Chapman brothers, 1896.” 

As is usual for many early proof gold issues, with the advent 
of certified grading, there are perhaps a few more pieces known 
to survive than when the description above was written, 
although two remain impounded in the Smithsonian and ANS 
collections; duplications in the certified populations are also 
certain. PCGS estimates 15 to 20 pieces surviving, showing 
nine submissions of the 1869 proof five in all grades (none 
above PR65) and contrast levels. NGC adds five grading events 
to the total, of which the present PR65 ★ Cameo is tied for the 
numerically finest, as well as the only example awarded the Star 
designation for exceptional eye appeal. 

The surfaces are deeply reflective, with the expected mint 
frost providing considerable contrast over the devices. The 
surfaces display rich reddish-gold color with a slight flecking of 
lilac noticeable on the obverse, only under a loupe. The fields 
show only faint evidence of the orange-peel texture that appears 
on many later-date gold proofs. There are no mentionable 
defects on either side, aside from the upside-down U lint mark 
along the jawline of Liberty. A PR65 Cameo PCGS example in 
our Central States Platinum Night (Heritage, 4/2012), lot 5272, 
brought $69,000.

Seldom Seen With Cameo Devices 



4960 1903 PR67 Cameo PCGS. CAC. This Liberty Head five dollar 
proof was struck in the year after the Mint revised its method of 
proof coin production, changing from an ideal coinage showing 
deeply mirrored fields and thickly frosted, contrasting devices 
to a format with little to no contrast, one that Walter Breen 
memorably calls “semi-brilliant.” The change involved basically 
polishing the (lowered) devices in the dies used to strike proof 
coinage, as well as the fields of the dies. In this way, any mint 
frost remaining on the devices was the result of happenstance 
rather than planning, likely occurring before any subsequent 
die repolishings might remove any trace of frostiness. 

The 1903 proof half eagle was struck in the amount of 154 
pieces, only about four dozen fewer than the 1903 quarter eagle, 
yet it is seen far less often. The certified populations are rife 
with duplications — likely to obtain Cameo designations as 
well as to attempt a finer numeric grade. This piece, certified 
PR67 Cameo by PCGS, is tied with one other submission at 
PCGS, and if they are duplicates it is the numerically finest 
known at that service, as there are no PR67s in either non- 
Cameo or Deep Cameo (unsurprisingly). 

As much as collectors treasure (today) the matte proofs 
of the Saint-Gaudens and Pratt designs, many proof gold 
aficionados show affinity for the old Liberty Head format — 
and far more so when they can obtain a nice high-grade Cameo 
example such as the present piece. This golden-yellow example 
boasts an impeccable strike on both sides, and the field-device 
contrast is more obvious on the reverse than on the obverse. 
This piece might bear serious consideration among proof gold 
specialists and type collectors alike. (#88498)

4962 1908-S AU55 PCGS. Quality orange-gold luster with blue 
overtones across much of the fields. A modestly worn example of 
this issue with a five-figure mintage.(#8512) 

4963 1909-D MS63 NGC. CAC. Broadly lustrous with lightly abraded 
sun-yellow surfaces. Though softly struck, this Select example of 
the highest-mintage Indian half eagle issue has solid all-around 
appeal. (#8514) 

4964 1909-D MS63 PCGS. CAC. A peach-gold Select Indian type 
coin that boasts a bold strike and coruscating luster. Only a tiny 
percentage of examples bear a CAC seal. Moderate marks near the 
date preclude a higher grade.(#8514) 

4965 1910 MS63 PCGS. CAC. Yellow-gold overall with coppery 
touches, including orange and blue, along the margins. A wispy 
abrasion crosses under the L in LIBERTY but there are few other 
overt flaws. (#8517) 

4966 1910-S MS61 NGC. CAC. Rich orange-gold with considerable 
violet elements dappled through the fields on each side. Long 
marks near E PLURIBUS UNUM on the reverse contribute to the 
grade. (#8519) 


1910-S Half Eagle, MS62 
Scarce Issue in Mint State 


4967 1910-S MS62 NGC. Despite the substantial mintage of 770,200 
pieces, the 1910-S Indian half eagle is a scarce date in Mint 
State. This attractive MS62 example exhibits well-detailed design 
elements, with lustrous copper and rose-gold surfaces that show 
only minor signs of contact. Census: 87 in 62 (3 in 62+), 34 finer 
(8/12). (#8519) 


1913-S Indian Five Dollar, MS63 
Elusive in Any Mint State Grade 


4968 1913-S MS63 ANACS. The 1913-S is a challenging half eagle 
to locate in mint condition, especially the better grades. This is an 
attractive coin that displays deep reddish patina with slight lilac 
accents over the high points. The devices are well struck overall, 
and there are minimal abrasions present. (#8526) 

4969 1914-S MS60 NGC. San Francisco Indian tens are scarce in Mint 
State regardless of mintage, since examples were typically spent in 
West Coast commerce.

Curious Depression-Era Mint Issue 



4971 1929 AU55 NGC. The 1929 half eagle issue is a curious one, 
struck during the year that the Great Depression began its 
decadelong stranglehold on the American economy, an unusual 
denomination to produce at a time when the theme song (written a 
couple of years later) was “Buddy, can you spare a dime?” 

Most certified examples are found in Mint State, usually around 
the MS62 level, clearly indicating an issue that failed to circulate 
in any meaningful way. The surfaces on this Choice AU example 
are remarkably clean for the grade; the few abrasions are small 
and scattered over the reverse. The strike is strong except for the 
lowest feather in the headdress, not an uncommon occurrence for 
the issue or the series. Slight friction over the design high points 
accounts for the grade, with light, reddish-tinted surfaces showing 
excellent eye appeal. (#8533)

Rich Color and Lovely, Sparkling Surfaces 



4972 1912 PR66 NGC. The 1912 half eagle proofs, even though struck 
with a matte surfaces, normally show lighter-colored surfaces than 
the 1908- and 1911-dated issues that precede them. Seldom are 
examples finer than the present Premium Gem available. The 
surfaces on this piece are deep mustard-gold, showing the typical 
crisply detailed strike and fine-grained texture that creates a subtle 
sparkle. A thin (almost undetectable) hairline runs down from the 
D is the grade-determining factor, although there are several light 
luster grazes present on each side.

All 
four varieties of 1797 ten dollar are very scarce to rare, whether 
of the Small Eagle (BD-1) or Large Eagle (BD-2 through BD-4) 
types. All three Large Eagle tens share a common obverse die with 
stars arranged 10 and 6, but the BD-4 is characterized by a long, 
thick neck on the eagle. Stars 7-9 are aligned, and one arrowhead 
extends nearly to the N in UNITED. This piece shows hairlines 
from the noted cleaning, and smoothing appears in the left obverse 
field, as well as on Liberty’s face and neck. The color overall is an 
even yellow-gold. The center obverse is a bit weakly struck, while 
the reverse is fully struck on the eagle’s feathers and shows no sign 
of repair. No obvious or detracting marks appear. This piece may 
represent an excellent compromise between price and condition for

A rare New 
Orleans issue with a mintage of 5,500 pieces.(#8623)

4981 1857-0 XF45 PCGS. PCGS has graded only a total of 58 
examples of this scarce No Motto issue, none as Mint State. A 
meager 5,500 pieces were minted, since shipments of West Coast 
gold bullion to the New Orleans port dwindled after the opening 
of the San Francisco Mint. The present yellow-gold representative 
is well defined and has only one mentionable mark, a thin diagonal

The 
present coin has substantial luster at the margins though the 
centers show occasional softness of strike. Careful rotation reveals 
parallel hairlines. Scattered small marks are consistent with a brief

4987 1879-CC VF30 PCGS. The 1879-CC is the lowest mintage 
Carson City issue of any gold denomination.

The present canary- 
gold ten displays unbroken cartwheel sheen and has a good strike.

5001 1894 MS64 PCGS. This apricot-gold near-Gem exhibits sweeping 
luster and good eye appeal. One mark noted on the TE in STATES. 
The strike is precise except on the final star. Certified in a green 
label holder and a rarity any finer. (#87 29) 

5002 1897 MS64+ PCGS. CAC. Light apricot-gold luster has unusual 
frosty qualities across both fields and devices. A striking piece with 
bold interior detail and eye appeal in spades. PCGS has graded just 
seven examples as MS65 or better (8/12).(#8737) 

5003 1898 MS64 PCGS. Both sides have generous orange-gold aspects, 
though only the reverse has that color over the entire surface area. 
Interior detail is bold, though the stars are weak at the centrils. 
Population: 65 in 64 (2 in 64+), 9 finer (7/12).(#8740) 

5004 1898-S MS63 PCGS. Rich orange-gold luster has a more yellow 
cast in the centers. Strong cartwheel luster is the defining attribute 
of this lightly abraded but attractive S-mint ten. Population: 35 in

5005 1898-S MS63 PCGS. Well-defined with shimmering cartwheel 
luster that shifts between apricot and peach. Scattered light 
abrasions appear on each side, but not one has a defining impact on 
the eye appeal.

5016 1907 MS64 PCGS. Rich orange-gold luster is semifrosted with a 
considerable cartwheel effect. The overall detail is strong, though a 
couple of obverse stars are weak. PCGS has graded 16 examples as 
MS65 or better (7/12).(#8763) 

1907 Liberty Ten Dollar, MS65 
Two-Toned Surfaces 


5017 1907 MS65 NGC. Remarkably few high-grade 1907 tens are 
known, relative to the mintage of 1.2 million pieces. This Gem 
has an interesting appearance. The interiors are bright yellow-gold 
and significantly deeper reddish patina surrounds the margins, a 
sure indication of untampered originality. The strike is strong 
throughout, and there are only small abrasions scattered over each 
side.

Possibly Unique 1854 Proof Eagle, PR55 Cameo 
Unmistakable Proof Striking 



5018 1854 PR55 Cameo NGC. This piece may very well represent 
a unique coin, as it is the first certified proof 1854 Liberty Head 
eagle known, an issue of which Garrett and Guth write in the 
second edition of their Gold Coin Encyclopedia: 

"Mintage: Unknown (Unique?) 

“The existence of a Proof 1854 eagle is highly doubtful. 
Apparently, a set of Proof coins was presented to the 
city of Bremen [Germany] in July 1854 in exchange for 
a group of coins (presumably from Bremen). According 
to Walter Breen, the set was liberated in 1945 and bro¬ 
ken up, but this information remains unsubstantiated. 
Although various 1854 Proof $1, $2.50, and $3 coins are 
known, none can be tied to that set, nor have any 1854 
Proof half eagles, eagles, or double eagles ever been seen. 
The Smithsonian does not have a Proof example of this 
date.” 

Well, as the saying goes, “Seeing is believing,” and one look at 
this coin will remove any doubt. The full strike, deeply reflective 
fields, profound contrast, and mint frost remaining on the 
devices are all clearly characteristic of a proof impression. There 
are numerous contact marks on each side, the most obvious and 
largest on the obverse below Liberty’s nose and in the left field. 
The fields are bright yellow-gold with a bit of reddish tint. 

Although we can find no provenance information for this 
coin, it appears to be a recently graded piece, and the sole proof 
1854 eagle graded at either NGC or PCGS. If this is indeed 
the Bremen coin, it only begins to solve the mystery of what 
happened to the other coins, and in any case it is a fascinating 
specimen in its own right. Possibly unique — a phrase we

Well-Struck and Pleasing 



5028 1909-S MS65 PCGS, Despite the discovery of a hoard of 60 
coins around 1977, the 1909-S Indian eagle is still elusive in Gem 
condition, as most of the examples populating the treasure were in 
lower grades. Mike Fuljenz ranks the issue eighth overall within 
the series, calling it “rare” in Gem condition. This piece is one of 
19 submissions at PCGS, which has seen seven finer (8/12).

59,000 pieces were issued for this elusive San Francisco issue. The 
present Indian ten possesses unencumbered cartwheel luster and 
lacks friction on the eagle’s shoulder or Liberty’s forehead curls. 
There are no noticeable marks and the cleaning is mild. Most 
collectors would appreciate the value provided by the present coin

Coppery areas on the high points indicate 
rub, but the yellow-gold surfaces retain blossoming luster elsewhere.

5049 1850-0 AU50 NGC. Variety 1. The James Longacre double 
eagle design was introduced for circulation in 1850, but the 
opening of the San Francisco branch mint was still four years in 
the future. New Orleans and Philadelphia were the only mints 
to strike double eagles in 1850. The combination of the popular 
New Orleans O mintmark and the first-year-of-issue status make

5052 1865 MS62 NGC. CAC. Ex: S.S. Republic . The tumultuous year 
of 1865 included the end of the Civil War and the assassination of 
President Lincoln. The sinking of the S.S. Republic on October 25 
of that year is a lesser known event, since most passengers survived, 
but the cargo of $400,000 face value in gold coins was lost. The 
wreck was located in 2003 by Odyssey Marine Exploration, and 
a number of 1865 double eagles were among a mixture of dates 
recovered. The present double eagle has dazzling cartwheel luster 
and a precise strike.

5053 1866-S No Motto AU50 NGC. In terms of absolute and 
conditional rarity, the 1866-S No Motto twenty is, overall, likely 
the second-rarest issue within the entire series of S-mint Liberty 
double eagles, the 1861-S Paquet Reverse being the rarest. Far 
fewer survive than the mintage of 120,000 coins would suggest, 
and most of those survivors are well-circulated and often heavily 
abraded. At the time this issue was minted, collecting coins by 
design subtype and/or mintmark was still decades into the future; 
like the 1861-S Paquet, the 1866-S No Motto twenties appear to 
have largely suffered some sort of mass extinction event, perhaps 
after the Gold Recall of the 1930s. 

This AU specimen displays bright yellow-gold surfaces that 
show numerous small abrasions scattered over each side, yet traces 
of mint luster can still be seen around the devices. The strike is 
weak on the left-side obverse stars as well as the letters in UNITED

Rare, Key Date With Only 751 Business Strikes Produced 



5077 1885 MS61 PCGS. The 1885 double eagle is on the short 
list of the United States’ lowest mintage gold coins that were 
actually produced as business strikes rather than in proof-only 
format. The 1885 twenties have an impossibly low mintage 
of 751 coins, although its foundational rarity is somewhat 
overshadowed by the 1882 double eagle, which has an even 
lower production, recorded at 571 pieces. 

Despite the incredibly low business strike production, the 
issue may be somewhat underrated, even today. Garrett and 
Guth posit the following in their gold Encyclopedia: 

“The availability of Proof examples is the only thing 
keeping this issue from being extremely expensive. The 
Smithsonian collection lacks a circulation-strike exam¬ 
ple of the date for this reason. It is estimated that there 
are fewer than 100 known in all grades. Most of the 
1885 double eagles seen by the authors have been in 
circulated condition. There are a few examples known 
at the Choice level.” 

What Garrett and Guth allude to here is the 19th century 
preference (of the few well-heeled collectors who could afford 
to dabble in twenty dollar gold pieces) for proof coins over 
business strikes, no matter how low the mintage. Of course, 
the desirability and costly nature of high-grade proof Liberty 
Head gold coinage from the 19th century only reinforces how 
difficult, elusive, and desirable the business-strike 1885 double 
eagles truly are. 

In MS61 this coin is one of two so certified at PCGS, with 
five coins finer (7/12). This example offers splendid eye appeal 
throughout the orange-gold surfaces. A few ticks on the obverse 
are noted, along with a couple of others on the reverse shield. 
But it is probably two small obverse digs, between stars 4 and 
5, that preclude an even higher grade. The coin nonetheless 
radiates eye appeal in considerable quantities. 

Why were so few double eagles produced of this date and 
mint? For much of the 1880s, the San Francisco Mint had 
churned out double eagles by the millions each year; perhaps 
there was simply little need for P-mint twenties. 1885 was a 
year of great contrasts overall: Millions of dollars, cents, and 
dimes were produced in Philadelphia, yet three cent nickels, 
quarters, and halves were all made in tiny amounts — and the 
1885 quarter eagle’s mintage is nearly as low as the double eagle, 
800 coins. (#9003) 
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1888-S Twenty Dollar, Red-Orange MS64 



5078 1888-S MS64 NGC. Even among the Type Three S-mint Liberty 
Head double eagles, which are far more common than their Type 
One or Type Two counterparts overall (some shipwreck recoveries, 
such as the 1857-S Type Ones, the obvious exceptions), most 
Mint State survivors top out at the MS62 level. Select and Choice 
specimens are seen far less often, and collectors vie eagerly for nice 
examples such as the present coin when they appear at auction. 
This 1888-S in near-Gem condition is one of 31 submitted to 
NGC in this grade, with a sole example finer (8/12). Bountiful 
luster runs across the deep reddish-orange surfaces on each side, 
with a sharp strike and excellent eye appeal. Only a few marks on 
Liberty’s cheek and chiefly in the obverse fields account for the

5079 1889-CC AU53 NGC* A mere 30,945 pieces were struck for 
this Carson City issue, struck after the facility resumed coinage 
following the election of Republican President Benjamin Harrison.

1897 PR67 Cameo Double Eagle 
The Finest Known of This Scarcer Date 
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5087 1897 PR67 Cameo NGC. Gold proofs of the 1890s provide collectors with an unbeatable combination of absolute rarity, historic 
interest, and aesthetic beauty. The Philadelphia Mint had perfected the techniques of proof coinage by the late 1890s, and proofs 
of that era are comparable to the best products of the U.S. Mint today. The 1897 proof Liberty double eagle is the rarest twenty 
dollar gold piece of that remarkable period, and the coin offered here is the single finest certified example of this elusive date. 

Noted gold specialist David Akers gave his thoughts about the 1897 proof twenty when he described the remarkable coin in lot 1171 of 
the John Jay Pittman Collection (Akers, 10/1997): 

“In Proof, the 1897 is the rarest Liberty Head Double Eagle from 1895-1907, although one would not be able to discern this from the 
mintage figures. However, as I have stated before, number minted does not necessarily equate to number distributed, and it is prob¬ 
able that a substantial portion of the 76 Proof 1897 Double Eagles minted were never sold and thus later melted. Today, only about 
18-22 can be accounted for, many of which have varying degrees of impairments, unlike this example which is actually quite close 
to perfection.” 

Current research indicates there were actually 86 proof double eagles minted in 1897, rather than the 76 pieces stated by Akers, but his 
estimate of the rarity of this date, and the surviving population, has held up well over the years. Writing in 2006, Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth 
confirmed much of what Akers said a decade earlier: 

“There are just 20-25 coins known in all grades. The population numbers are higher, but these do not take into account resubmis¬ 
sions. There are also several mishandled examples represented in the population reports. After 1897, Proof double eagles become 
much more available. The 1897 issue is underrated.” 

As noted by Garrett and Guth, the population data from the grading services does indicate a slightly larger number of coins still extant. 
NGC and PCGS have combined to certify a total of 41 examples of the proof 1897 double eagle in all grades and designations (3/12). As 
stated above, many of these submission events are the result of coins being submitted on different occasions, because the owners have 
a preference for one grading service over the other, or in hopes of securing a higher grade. Reviewing auction records over the last few 
decades, we believe the population estimates of the experts quoted above are more accurate than the accumulated population data. 

The present coin is important for its high numerical grade, but is equally notable for its aesthetically pleasing appearance. Like all 
coins, whether they are proofs or business strikes, gold or otherwise, eye appeal or aesthetic appearance is equally important as technical 
grade. This Superb Gem Cameo proof could arguably qualify as an Ultra Cameo example, with richly frosted deep yellow-gold devices 
that float on deeply mirrored greenish-gold fields. The fields on both sides have the usual orange-peel texture seen on many 19th 
century proofs. A tiny lintmark extends from the inside point of star 5 and should serve as a pedigree marker for future researchers. This 
coin would be a welcome addition to the finest gold collection or Registry Set. Census: 1 in 67 Cameo, 0 finer (7/12).

In our opinion, 
this coin has the details of an Uncirculated specimen that has been 
cleaned. This lot could be a bargain for the astute bidder, since the 
well struck green-gold surfaces are only mildly luminous and lack 
any obtrusive hairlines. The eye appeal is exceptional for a genuine 
holder example. The obverse rim is shelf-like between 1 and 3 
o’clock.

5089 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim MS64 PCGS. The High Relief 
twenty is the most affordable compromise between Saint-Gaudens’ 
original artistic vision and the subsequent realities of “modern” 
coinage production. The sculptor’s original concept for a circulating, 
large-denomination gold coin was the Ultra High Relief. That coin 
stretched the limits of the Mint’s capabilities to produce such a 
coin, and in the end it had to be struck as a medal would. The wire 
rim on the present example is visible on the obverse from 8 o’clock 
moving clockwise to 4 o’clock, and on all of the reverse. Were it not 
for a couple of stray marks on Liberty’s breast and torso, this piece 
might have merited a Gem grade, as it certainly has the eye appeal 
elsewhere.

The surfaces are unnaturally bright from the cleaning and there is 
just a bit of high-point friction over the devices. The contact marks 
on each side are minimal and do not merit individual mention.

Short Rays 
Obverse. Even among the realms of the many coin collectors who 
dream of treasure — or those who go out and prospect for it — 
the Wells Fargo Nevada Hoard stands out as the stuff of legend. 
The 19,900 pieces that comprised the hoard, all 1908 No Motto 
twenties, made that issue the single most common No Motto entry 
in the Saint-Gaudens series. 

Although most of the coins were sent to NGC and PCGS and 
were in remarkably high grade overall, there were 10 coins from the 
hoard that originally came back as MS68. Time, “gradeflation” and 
certain resubmissions have added to those totals, and today PCGS 
shows 10 pieces in MS69. (For comparison, 6,000-plus and 1,700- 
plus coins from the hoard graded MS66 and MS67, respectively.) 
Needless to say, the surfaces on this piece are amazingly clean, 
sparkling with bright mint luster. Both sides are yellow-gold with 
slightly deeper reddish margins. All the pillars on the Capitol 
building are complete, but Liberty’s nose is slightly flattened.

Like most examples, this 
piece is sharply defined and boasts outstanding eye appeal resulting 
from wispy blue and rose patina. PCGS has only certified 62 finer 
examples (8/12). (#9165) 

5103 1915-S MS65 PCGS. The 1915-S Saint-Gaudens double eagle 
is an available date in Gem condition, making it a favorite with 
mintmark type collectors. This delightful piece features sharply 
detailed design elements with rich greenish-gold surfaces that show 
strong orange highlights and vibrant mint luster. (#9168) 

1922 Double Eagle, MS65 
Rarely Finer 


5104 1922 MS65 PCGS. The Philadelphia Mint double eagles from 
1924 to 1928 are recognized as the common dates in the series, 
although the 1922 is frequently encountered as well. However, 
rarely are examples found in grades finer than this piece. In fact, 
PCGS has only certified seven coins better than MS65 (8/12). A 
highly lustrous Gem, both sides have frosty yellow-gold surfaces

5105 1923 MS64+ PCGS. CAC. Yellows and apricots prevail on this 
strongly lustrous piece that puts the “near” in “near-Gem.” The left 
reverse shows a subtle coppery streak that adds character to that

5106 1924 MS65 PCGS. Attractive caramel-gold toning blankets this 
well struck and lustrous double eagle type coin. Marks on the sun 
and obverse field preclude assessment at a finer level.(#9177)

the interiors on this Premium Gem. The strike is flat at the top of 
the torch but other details are decent or better. Housed in a green

5111 1924-D MS65 PCGS. There was a time, a bit more than 
50 years ago, when the 1924-D was considered an important 
rarity within the Saint-Gaudens series, although it was not in 
the forefront. David Akers wrote in the Duckor Collection 
catalog (Heritage, 1/2012), lot 4636, that the first tier of rarities 
included the 1924-S, 1926-D, and 1926-S, of which the 1924- 
S was generally considered the rarest issue; the second tier 
comprised the 1921, 1927-S, and 1931-D; the third tier, still 
quite rare, comprised the 1925-D, 1927-D, and 1930-S; and 
the fourth tier included the 1922-S, 1929, 1931, 1932, 1920-S, 
1908-S, and 1924-D, “more or less in that descending order.” 

The subsequent discovery of some European hoards, of 
course, has resulted in periodic reassessments of the absolute 
and conditional rarities of those issues, as first one, then 
another would appear in small handfuls to be assimilated into 
the numismatic market. Nonetheless, Akers commented on the 
Duckor MS66 1924-D: 

“It is interesting to note that every one of the above 
issues so highly regarded more than a half century ago 
is still considered rare today. The order has changed to 
be sure and for some the rarity is now highly condition 
dependent, but they are still rare in some context and 
definitely key and important issues in the series.” 

Today the 1924-D is known to the extent of hundreds of 
Uncirculated pieces, yet Gem and finer specimens remain quite 
rare. This piece is one of only eight so certified at PCGS, with 
three finer including the Duckor and Simpson MS66 pieces 
(7/12). Akers pegs the total surviving population in Gem or 
finer “in the 12-15 range, possibly fewer.” 

The present Gem shows the weakness near the rims that is 
typical of the issue, but otherwise is sharply defined throughout. 
Profound, frosted mint luster prevails over surfaces that show 
remarkably deep, even reddish color. The only mentionable 
mark appears on the shin of Liberty’s right (facing) leg. (#9178) 
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1924-S Double Eagle, AU58 
Almost Complete Mint Luster 



5112 1924-S AU58 PCGS. The 1924'S is another heavily melted issue 
from the 1920s, as indicated by the mintage of 2.9 million pieces 
and the low number of survivors. This is a bright yellow-gold 
example that displays nearly complete mint luster. Just the slightest 
trace of friction can be made out over the high points of the design. 
Lightly abraded. (#9179) 


1925-D Double Eagle, AU55 




5113 1925-D AU55 PCGS. Although nearly 3 million 1925-D double 
eagles were minted, the number of examples actually released is 
unknown, but was doubtless extremely small. A comparison of 
mintages and certified populations will tell the story. PCGS has 
only graded 378 examples of this issue. Alternatively, the same 
service has graded more than 44,000 1925 double eagles, and that 
Philadelphia issue has a lower mintage. A trace of wear appears on 
the high points of this Choice AU example that retains nearly full 
luster and only inconsequential marks. This piece will interest the 
budget minded collector, as only two coins are PCGS certified in

An Affordable Alternative 




5114 1925-S AU50 PCGS. A few pieces were released into circulation 
of the 1925-S, but today probably less than half the known 
survivors grade less than MS60. The surfaces on this piece show 
even wear over the high points and clear evidence of mint luster 
surrounding the devices. Minimally marked. (#9182) 


5115 1926 MS66 PCGS. An attractive Premium Gem example of an 
issue with a sub-million mintage that seldom gets its due. Quality 
all-around detail with a few tiny coppery flecks that stand out from 
the pale yellow of the surfaces. PCGS has graded just three pieces 
as MS67 or better (8/12).(#9183) 


1926-D Double Eagle, MS62 
Softly Frosted Surfaces 



5116 1926-D MS62 PCGS. The 1926-D double eagle is no longer 
considered the “rarest of the rare” the way it once was, but it remains 
today a melt rarity nonetheless, as do many of the later mintmarked 
series issues. The present MS62 is a typical grade for survivors of 
the issue, displaying excellent bright, softly frosted mint luster over 
surfaces that are evenly colored a light orange-gold. The grade derives 
from numerous small- to medium-sized abrasions on each side, most 
significantly a cluster in the far right obverse field. The strike is 
passable in most areas but a bit soft on Liberty’s foot and nose. (#9184) 


5117 1926-S — Cleaning — PCGS Genuine. Unc Details. The recorded 
mintage is more than 2 million pieces, but only a minute percentage 
of that production escaped the Mint and eventual Treasury melting. 
The present lustrous honey-gold survivor displays delicate obverse 
hairlines and has minor abrasions on the upper left obverse field.

5118 1927 MS67 NGC. This gorgeous Superb Gem displays a sharply 
defined obverse and reverse design and fully lustrous orange-gold 
surfaces. The 1927 double eagle is a common date, although the Superb 
Gem MS67 grade represents the finest available quality. None have ever 
received a higher grade.

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1927-S Twenty Dollar, MS64 
One of the Scarcest Dates From the 1920s 



5119 1927-S MS64 NGC. Once considered to be among the rarest 
Saint-Gaudens issues, the 1927-S is today still viewed as a key 
date in the series, if not in the “virtually impossible” category 
of the 1927-D and the (so far) near-uncollectible 1933-dated 
coins. Over the years Heritage has been privileged to offer 
quite a number of 1927-S double eagles. The finest we have 
ever offered was the MS67 NGC specimen that came from 
the Museum of Connecticut History (6/1995, lot 6027), one 
that brought $181,500 back in 1995, a phenomenal price for 
that time (for a phenomenal coin) that was the finest certified. 
More recently that same 1927-S, crossed to an MS67 PCGS 
holder, brought $345,000 in our auction of the Phillip H. Morse 
Collection (11/2005, lot 6698). 

The 1927-S has always been a popular issue as well due to 
its association with the celebrated 1927-D double eagle, one 
of the rarest gold coins of the 20th century. We have also 
handled the 1927-D MS66 PCGS example from the Museum of 
Connecticut History (and others) on more than one occasion, 
most recently in our FUN auction where it brought $1.4 million 
(1/2010, lot 2331). That coin was eclipsed by the Morse PCGS 
MS67 that brought a staggering $1.8 million. 

While this near-Gem 1927-S is not quite in the same 
otherworldly class of those above, it is still extremely elusive 
at the MS64 grade level. This coin would fit well into a mostly 
Gem set with no apology. The total certified population in 
MS64 at NGC and PCGS combined is 22 coins, with 19 finer 
— and both totals are certain to represent a few duplications. 

The 1927-S as a rule comes sharply struck, and this example 
is no exception. The strike is uniformly bold throughout. Bright, 
radiant mint luster is the order of the day. Although a few 
small surface marks prevent a Gem grade, a glass is needed to 
detect them. A marvelous, lustrous example of this issue, one 
that is justly celebrated today. Census: 17 in 64, 11 finer (7/12).

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5120 1928 MS65 PCGS. Butter-yellow luster is bold and radiant. This 
Gem has few marks, though one on each side has depth; the first

A small dig 
northeast of the star and a flattened portion of the G in 27 G 
combine to cause a bend on this partly lustrous olive-green and 
wheat-gold Bechtler type coin. Listed on page 374 of the 2013

If a 
Bidder owes Auctioneer or its affiliates on any account, Auctioneer and its affiliates shall have the 
right to offset such unpaid account by any credit balance due Bidder, and it may secure by possessory 
lien any unpaid amount by any of the Bidders property in their possession.
